Nkw York, Sept tit,. -The English outUr 
Oenesta, which crossed the finishing line at 
Sandy Hook light at 6:19:40, experienced 
luring the last half of bar trip from Bren- 
ton's reef light, rongher weather than is 
usually encountered by vessels of her class. 
Leaving the starting point at 6:12:26 p. m. 
on Monday, she sailed In winds varying in 
velocity from three to twenty -five miles an 
hour until she reached Brentoh's reef light, 
which she turned at 0:38:.*) on Tuesday 
night As she rounded the light the light- 
ihip keeper sounded his bell, and the Qenesta 
itarted ou her way homeward. At 10: 15 
the wind was blowing a gale, and her jib 
topsail was torn to shreds. At 11 :22 she met 
the Dauntless, twenty miles this side of 
Brenton's reef. The wind was then blowing 
fifty miles an hour from the northwest The 
outter clung to her "lub topsail, although it 
laid her most nearly parallel with the water 
until 3:56 Wednesday morning, when she 
haoled It down, and at 4:10 her topmast fuU. 

From 5:10 o'clock there was never a mo- 
meat that her lee rail woe not buried and 
her mast at an angle of lew than forty-five 
degrees. At 11:47 while opposite Fire island 
• ware dashed over her bow knocking two 
sailors to the deck. One arose and limped 
away with a broken ankle and the other was 
dragged unconscious to the weather side be- 
fore another wave which would have swept 
bim into the sea followed the first When 
•he arrived at Bandy Hook light, the Oen- 
ssta had bar mainsail triple reefed and gave 
ample evidence of having bees severely 
tried. She crossed the line Just 48 hours, 7 
minutes, and 5 seconds from the time she 
started.

GEORGE WILKES 1 SPIRIT. 



Bketeh of the Departed and UU "»plrtt of 
the Tiasee." 

New York, Sept 26. —George Wilkes, 
the founder of Wilkes' Spirit of the Times, 
wbo died at bis residence here, was born in 
this city in l*'7 Little la known of bis 
early life aud be never talked of himsell. 
He urst became publicly known In counw 
tiou with several sensational publications. 
For conducting one of these paper*, known 
as the Whip, he sorrel sixty days in prison 
in the Tombs. He subsequently published 
and sold a book entitled "The History of 
Sixty Days In the Tomba" In 1840 be went 
to California in company wtti) David 0 
Brolerick, whose political and other Vent- 
ura* he assists, t by a number of publications. 
Broderick wes quite sncossafal, wa* elected 
senator and when be was killed in a duel, 
Wilkes was found to be his heir.

Many Lives Lo«t 

Weniwo, W. V*.. Sept. 25.-A special 
dispatch from Martinsburg says that place 
was the scene of a disaster in which twenty- 
five persons were seriously wounded and 
many others hurt In various ways.

town, and at the evening performance there 
were present probably twenty-five hundred 
persons. About 8 o'clock a heavy rain be- 
gan to fall, the storm being accompanied by 
a high wind. About 0 o'clock, while Ml** 
McDonald, the Metier brothers and a baby 
elephant were in th* ring, the wind in- 
creased to a gala Many of the spectators 
rose to their feet and a general move had 
begun toward tbe exit, when, under the 
pressure of a heavy wind, the o.-ntre-pole of 
the tent suapped. Ropes broke on all sides, 
and in a moment the tout collapsed upon 
the beads ot tbe people, extinguishing the 
lights and dashing seat* and occupants to 
the ground iu a confused mass. 

The seeflo which ensued is descrili ■ 1 as ap- 
palling. Above the noise of the storm could 
be beard the trumpeting of the elepbsubi, 
the howls of the animals, the shrio:<s of wo- 
men and children and the cries of men. It 
was over an hour before anything could be 
effectually done looking to a rescue of any 
of those hemmed in save those near the outer 
edge of the collapsed canvas. Finally all 
were extricated, when it was found that 
many, eei»ciaUy women aud children, had 
been badly hurt The names could not be 
ascertained, as many of tbe wounded bad 
been removed to their home* In tho country. 
Nearly every one had clothes torn or wo*- 
covered with mud. The pecuniary loss will 
b* heavy. That a number of lives wer* not 
lost Is aim * a miracle.

hold .8,000 feet of gaa It Is made of canvas, 
and was tied down in the right field of 111 
base ball grounds. About half a dozen bar- 
rel* were arranged around it, with pipes 
from each one, all connecting with a main 
pipe which ran into the balloon. In this 
barrel the acid and ingredient* to make hy- 
drogen gas were poured, and tbe gas was 
forced through water in order to purify it, 
into tbe balloon, which was soaked in lin- 
seed oil. The go* want into the balloon 
slowly until the accident occurred, the ma- 
chine being very unruly.

Mii.wai'kkk, Sept. 3fi.— The city ii still 
excited over the disgraceful event* of Sun- 
day, aa it wa* feared that there would be 
another outbreak and probably the lynch- 
ing of fk Cstholte priest Quarrelling fac- 
tions of bt, Hedwigs Polish Catholic 
church in the upper Pint ward invaded 
the house of Father Rodowiea on Sunday, 
and about on* hundred of thetn engaged In 
a riot, while a mob of 3,000 men, women 
and children, who oould not gain admit- 
tance, surrounded the house aud howled 
their encouragement Two patrol wagons 
filled with policemen were sent to U» eoeno, 
and succeeded in bringing about a truce. 
When the fracas bad somewhat subsided the 
interior of the priest's home looked as 
though a tornado had just swept through it. 
About two dozen of the rioters wont to 
their homes and neighboring saloons to 
patch up thair wounds. 

Frank Niesorowski, formerly a policeman, 
was wounded most severely. Some one had 
struck him on the head, and the wound bled 
profusely. Thomas Klopatek bad his lip 
mutilated by the knife of John Waier, for- 
merly a fireman, who did not belong to the 
congregation, but took part in the row just 
for the fun of the thing. Albert Hildebrand 
was cut in the face by Anton Polexeinowski. 
Several others Those names terminate in 
owski, chek and iski ware more or less hurt 
One man hod half his beard torn out by the 
root* Others had half their clothes torn 
from their backs. Many had scalp wounds, 
resulting from the smashing of crockery, 
spittoons, lamps and inkstands over their 
heads. They were a sorry-looking lot It 
was evident, however, that, while they were 
somewhat disfigured, they were still "in the 
ring," for after dark the disturbances were 
revived, and a squad of police were sent to 
the spot A large number of arrests were 
made. All the ringleaders were looked up. 

The stories of toe factions disagree In all 
particulars except that the schoolmaster 
and organist of toe parish la the boos of 
contention.

him a crowd of the opposition, headed by 
Frank Niezorowski, entered through the 
back door. An altercation ensued, followed 
by the tight in which the priest'* bouse was 
wrecked.
